ThtM are the only public expenditures 
over which they have direct control. In 
these local bond elections they can defeat 
proposed plojects. the added cost of which 
would be reflected on the tax rolls.

By more than » three-to-one margin, 
Iflnldoln county voters In Rupert defeated 
ft proposed three-mlll tax levy to construct 
mew Jall and remodel present Jail facili- 
ties \nU> office- space. The proposal needed 
R two-thirds majority td pass, 

Th« defeat ot these three proposals Is 
•tgnlflcanr. No doubt the additional school 
facilities are seriously needed at King Hill 
and the Jail at Rupert Is inadequate. 

But the resounding defeat of a new coll- 
aeum for Boise came somewhat as a sur- 
prlJ» because of what seemed to be wide- 
spread support. The auditorium had been 
endorsed wholehearteclly by the Boise 
_ Chaaiber.of Oommerce, tho city admlnlstm- 
- tJon, orbited labor,- the Boise Statesman 
and an endless list of individuals and busi- 
ness houses. 
. The bond issue, needing a two-thirds fa- 
■vorable vote to carry, fell neariy 1,000 votes 
short of a sJjnplo majori^ when the nearly 
' 10,000 votes were counted. 

Foremost among the various reasons giv- 
en for the defeat of the project was the fol- 
lowing explanation by the Boise Statesman: 

"It becomes more and more evident that 
the jwople are rebelling against more taxes. 
Congress has found this out. The coliseum 
bond Issue was the first opportunity our 
taxpayers had to express themselves." 

While It Is unfortunate that taxpayers 
generally have reached a frome-ot-mlnd 
whet« they no longer are Inclined to under- 
writ« the additional cost of needed public 
Improvements, it's easy to understand why 
they ore storting to rebel. 

All thU belatedly brings into sharp focus 
the ugly fact that state legislatures and 
congress have gone hogwlld In spending the 
—taxpayers'-moneyi -wlth-congrcss the. chief 
offender. 

While the taxpayers are now swinging 
the 0X0 where it la most Immediately ef- 
fective, they must realUe how that works 
to the disadvantage of their homelcommunl- 
tles- unless they corry their light all the 
way to Woahlngton. 

It's more difficult to keep spendthrifts 
Irom being elected as our representatives 
in the state legislature and consrcss, and 
It will take far greater determination on the 
part of everyone to get the Job done.
